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LACHINE,  on  Lino  Grand  Trunk  Railway  8  miles 
from  Montreal,  23  minutes  ride  by  rail, 

The  town  of  Lachine  is  in  the  county  of  Jacques  Cartier 
and  fronts  on  lake  St.  Louis  to  the  westward  and  the  River 
St.  Lawrence  to  the  south.  Its  population  is  between  2.000 
and  3,000,  many  of  them  doing  business  in  Montreal,  with 
which  there  are  excellent  Railway  accommodations,  Lachine 
commands  a  splendid  view  of  Lake  St.  Louis  which  furnishes 
magnificent  boating,  bathing,  and  fishing.

ANNES,  on  line  Grand  Trunk  Railway,  20^miks 
from  Montreal,  55  minntes  ride,  by  rail. 

St.- Anne  de  Bout  de  I'lsle,  as  it  known  in  contradistinc- 
tion from  the  other  St.  Anncs,  with  which  the  Province 
abounds,  is  in  the  County  of  Jacques  Cartier,  at  the  extreme 
wcRternly  limit  of  the  Island  of  Montreal,  near  the  point  of 
confluence  of  the  St.  Lawrence  and  Ottawa  Rivers.  Its  pop- 
iilation  is  some  1300  or  1400,  and  during  the  summer,  is  the 
residence  of  many  Montreal  families,  wiio  find  the  I30AT- 
ING,  SHOOTING  and  FISHING  to  be  had  in  the  vicinity, 
exceedingly  grtat  attractions.  It  was  at  St.  Annes  that  the 
poet  Moore  A-rot(;  hip  celebrated  Canadian  boat  song,  while 
his  house,  from  which  the  llapids  may  be  readily  seen,  is 
still  in  existence.  The  Grand Trfink  Railway  Bridge  extends 
flora  St.  Anne  to  Isle  Terrot,  which  is  a  favorite  place  of 
visit  for  botanists  and  entomologists.  St.  Anne  has  many  of 
the  modern  conveniences,  and  its  boaHng  cljjb  has  won  for 
itself  a  name  and  fame  alike.
